When the circuit was first announced, it 
was hard to see where the needed amount of talent could be 
found and, after an intensive ivory hunt, the Regina pro- 
moters came to the conclusion it simply didn’t extst. 


Wes Champ’s Caps will be amalgamated with the 
Aces, which should save Champ the pain of post-season 
accounting in red ink. It will also materially strengthen 
Regina’s playoff hopes against the strong teams in the 
north, 

In fact, a number of Saskatchewan experts figure that 
this amalgamation will give Regina the strongest team in 
the province, a club which must be rated as the team to beat 
in the western playdowns next spring. 

Here in Alberta the make-up of the various teams is still 
too uncertain to warrant them being rated. The best you 
ean do is get at it this way. Saskatchewan and Alberta 
have approximately the same number of good senior players. 
The former province has lost heavily through European im- 
portations and still will have a four-team league in the 
north and five-team circuit in the south, On the other hand 
Alberta's talent has not been raided to a serious extent and 
is concentrated in one six-team league.

CONFIDENT that pro hockey is set for a really big season 
on the Pacific coast, Guy Patrick is renovating the 
Forum in Vancouver, where his pucksters will show their 
wares this winter. The seating has been re-arranged so that
